have signed the declaration appended hereto. 


2.—The Committee shall cause a list to be prepared of those 
persons, legally qualified for election, who shall have 
been named by Divisions in the manner provided in 
Clause 1. The said list shall be printed in the Baitisn

I, the undersigned, hereby consent that my name be sub- 
mitted to the Divisions of the Association as willing, if duly 
elected, to be nominated on behalf of the Association -as a 
Candidate at the election in 1906 of Direct Representatives on 
the Generai Medical Council for England and Wales. I agree 
that, if not selected for nomination by the Association, I will 
not allow myself to be nominated as a candidate in opposi- 
tion to any Candidate so selected.

Pital Statistics. 


HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

In seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 7,651 
births and 4,182 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturday 
last, September 30th. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which 
had been 16.1, 14,3, and 13.8 per 1,coo in the three preceding weeks, rose 
last week to 14.0 per 1,000. The rates in the several towns ranged 
from 6.3 in Bournemouth, 67 in Wallasey, 75 in Kings Norton, 7.6in 
‘Coventry, 7 7 in West Bromwich, 8.2in York, 9 0ia Burton-on-Trent, and 
g.t in Leyton, in Southampton, and in South Shields, to 18.4in Plymouth, 
18.9 in Swansea, 19.2 in St. Helens, 201 in Middlesbrough, 20.2 in Walsall, 
20 8 in Bootle, 21.0 in Wolverhampton, and 25.3 in Tynemouth. In London 
the rate of mortality was 13.9 per 1,000, while it averaged 14.0 per 1,000 in 
the seventy-five other large towns. The death-rate from the prin- 
cipal infectious diseases in the seventy-six towns averaged 2.0 per 
z,0o00; in London this death-rate was equal to 1.9 per 1,000, while 
among the seventy-five other large towns the rates ranged 
upwards to 3.6 in Wigan, 3.7 in Wolverhampton, 39 in West Ham. 
4.1 in Preston, 4.2 in Middlesbrough, 4.3 in Swansea, 5.1 in Burnley, and 
6.1 in Warrington. Measles caused a death-rate of 2 2in Swansea; scarlet 
fever of 1.7in Bootle, whooping-cough of 15; ‘‘fever” of 1.8 in Wigan ; 
and diarrhoea of 2.5in West Ham, 26 in Willesden, 2.8 in Walsall, 31 in 
Sunderland, 3.7 in Middlesbrough, and 4.6 in Warrington and in Burnley. 
The mortality from diphtheria showed no marked excess in any of the 
large towns. No fatal case of small-pox was registered in any of the 
seventy-six towns last week, and no cases of this disease remained under 
treatment in the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals on Saturday last, 
September 30th. The number of scarlet fever patients in these hospitals 
and in the London Fever Hospital at the end of last week was 3.591, against 
2,982, 3,150, and 3,424 at the end of the three preceding weeks; 509 new 
cases were admitted during the week, against 443, 469, and 546 in the three 
preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. ; 

DuRING the week ending Saturday last, September 30th, 864 births and 
487 deaths were registered in eight of the principal scctch towns. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 14.0, 15.0, and 
13.5 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, rose again to 14.5 per 1,000 last 
week, and was o.5 per 1,000 above the mean rate during the same period 
in the seventy-six large English towns. Among these Scotch towns the 
death-rates ranged from 9.1 in Perth and 10.4 in Paisley to 16.5 in Glasgow 
and 17.8 in Greenock. The death-rate from the principal infectious dis- 
eases averaged 1.7 per 1,oco in these towns, the highest rates being 
recorded in Dundee and Paisley. The 256 deaths registered in Glasgow 
included s5 which were referred to measles, 3 to diphtheria, 2 to whooping- 
cough, and 21 todiarrhoea. Two fatal cases of diphtheria and 2 of diar- 
rhoea were recorded in Edinburgh, 7 of diarrhoea in Dradee, and 3 in 
Paisley.
